He is in the United States on a tour of nearly three and a half months in durationt 
He 'vdll lecture at the Museum of fine Arts in Boston, the Metropolitan Museum of 
Art in New Xork, the National Gallery in Washington, the City Art Museum in St* Louis 
and the Los Angeles County Musem as well as at The Cleveland Museum of Art* 

In his Sunday afternoon lectijre Glifton-Taylor will present a colorful plctux'e of 
the architectural and hortictiltural delights of tlie Er^lish countiyside. England 
now has about 200 houses and nearly another hxindi*ed gardens open regilLai'ly to the 
public at least one day every week in the summer months, and many more which are 
open occasionally. With the aid of fine slides in color, Clifton-Taylor will broadly 
outline the six centiaries of continued achievement in English gardens* 

He received his M*A* from Oxford University and his B*A* from London University, 

He has studied Art History at London»s Courtauld Institute of Art and at the 
Sorbonne in Paris* He now lectures regularly on art for London University and 
occasionally for the National Galleiy, the British Museizm and the Victoria and 
Albert Museum in London* In addition, he reviews books on art, and especially 
architecture, for a number of English papers* Ha has recently lectured to large 
audiences in Germany, France auad Switzerland. This is liis I'irst visit to the
